television program, is recorded on the record information area based on the reservation

a history information recording area for storing a history information; 
wherein the history information comprises a recording date and time and a 
recording position on the recordable medium. 

■ Claim 27 (Previously Presented) The recordable medium according to claim 26, 
wherein the history information is recorded on the history information recording area 
when recording of the record information is finished.

a history information recording area for storing a histpry information;
